According to Pierre Salinger, White 


House press secretary, the President re- 
ceived a report from Defense Sec. Robert 


' S. McNamara on the status of "the iden- 


tifying, locating and stocking of shelter 
areas for some 50 million Americans." 
The work was carried on by using $200 
million previously provided by Congress. 


Salinger said the shelters are for the 


roost part in urban areas. The exact lo- 
cations were not given but it was indi- 
cated that the shelter locations are large- 
ly in office buildings, schools and similar 
places. In the meantime, there appears 
to be plenty of room for citizens to go 
ahead with the do-it-yourself defense pro- 
gram, particularly in the field of provid- 
ing family fallout shelters. Dr. Willard 
F. Libby. a Ncbel Prize winner in the 
field of chemistry, has written a series 
ef articles on how to survive an atomic 
attack, including instructions on how to 
prepare and live in a fallout shelter. 
These articles, published in the Post- 
Crescent and widely syndicated 
across 


the nation, have attracted 
much atten- 


tion. 


It was expected there would be criti- 


cism and Dr. James Van Allen and sev- 
en University of Iowa physicists have now 
supplied it. Dr. Van Allen heads the 
Iowa physics department and is credited 
with discovering the radiation belts cir- 
cling the earth.

Lewis delivered the finished 
manuscript of Main Street to 
Alfred Harcourt in the hope that 
it would sell 10,000 copies.

sational event in 20th-century 
publishing history.

Rumble in the Dominican Rep ublic 


It will take more than changing the 


name of Ciudad Trujillo back to the San- 
to Domingo of Columbus' day to bring 
peace and harmony to the Dominican 
Republic. President Balaguer. backed by 
United States gunboats off shore, success- 
fully withstood the demands of brothers 
of the late dictator for power. But wheth- 
er he can stave off more subtle moves of 
Castroites and ultra left wingers remains 
to be seen. 


The general feeling in Latin America 


toward the Trujiilos was indicated by the 
lack of protest to the old-fashioned kind 
of intervention that the United States 
ships, loaded with marines, employed. 
Only Cuba, backed half-heartedly by a 
Russian delegate to the United Nations, 
made any noise about it. Castro charged 
that it was an introduction to landings in 
Cuba. He probably was just as much con- 
cerned that the U.S. Navy might be used 
to keep Communists out of power in the 
Republic as well. 


Compared with its neighbors, princi- 


pally Haiti on the other half of the island, 
the Dominican Republic is an economical- 
ly healthy nation. The abuses of Trujillo 


were mainly political: he kept some sup- 
port because his subjects were not hun- 
gry. 


But the political taints live on. Presi- 


dent Balaguer was an appointee of the 
late dictator. Presumably the US. gov- 
ernment, anxious to avoid a Red take- 
over, hopes he will be able to form a 
coalition government with members of 
the opposition party. But his ties to the 
Dominican party which was responsible 
for so many deaths and 
disappearances 


may make his position as president un- 
tenable. The next danger is the makeup 
of his successor. For the Dominican Re- 
public tu swing violently from a dictator- 
ship of the right to one of the left would 
not only be tragic for the people of the 
island: it would increase Castro's pres- 
tige and power in this hemisphere.

ruled the jury and awarded the 
prize to Edith Wharton for The 
Age of Innocence. Meanwhile, 
Sinclair was writing Harcourt 
urgently suggesting that he find 
Scandinavian translators a n d 
publishers for the book, because 
there was, after all, the Nobel 
piize. 


The hubbub over Main Street 


was swelling. Parodies were 
about to appear. 
Negotiations 


over foreign rights were under- 
way, until ultimately it would 
be published in a dozen lan- 
guages. 


Lewis' influence may derive 


in part from the fact that he 
shared 
with midwestern 
and 


western humorists a gift for the 
extreme. Above all, from Mark 
Twain, he derived the gift of 
the flow of 
colloquial 
speech 


that pured thtough his novels. 


Attitude Ambiguous 


Lewis' attitude toward 
the 


Midwest is as ambiguous as his 
attitude toward the middle class: 
both drawn as hopelessly nar- 
row, the first is shown finally 
as the only sensible place, and 
the second as the only sensible 
people. 


These are the unsettled atti- 


tudes that determine Carol Ken- 
nioctl's choices, and one can 
hardly be surprised that the af- 
firmations of the novel at the 
end evaporate in vagueness. It 
is nearly inevitable that Main 
Street should end with a charac- 
teristic juxtaposition in Carol's 
words of sentiment and fact: 


"But I have won in this: I've
